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What's to be Done with the Turkey. 


A brochure under the title of 'What's 
to be doao with the Turkey? or, JoLm 
Bull's Dilemma,' has just been pub- 
lished by Messrs. W. Mullau & Son, 
Paternoster Row . Mr. and Mrs. Bull 
are tho superintendents of a quiet 
iarmyard in tho country.

The Domesday Book of Ireland. 


[From th. Pall Mall Gaz.tte.J 

The total area of Ireland is 20,819,- 
947 acres, (of which, according to tho 
census of 1871, tho laud measured 20,- 
192, 18G acres, and wator covered 
627,701 acres.) Tho total area repre- 
sented by tho land-owners' roturn is 
20,159,078 acres, or within 32,508 
acres of the wholo extent of land. Tho 
total number of owners is 08,708, of 
whom 32,614 are large owners, possess- 
ing 20,150,813 acres, valued at £12,- 
052,809. The small owners number 
36,144, their aggregate holdings are 
9,005 acres, valued at £1,300,449. 
Tho total valuation iB therefore, £13,- 
419,258. This sum must, after the 
warning given by tho Commissioner 
of Valuation, bo taken as considerably 
under tho truth. Of course, between 
the owner of a single aero and a terri- 
torial magnate many contrasts of for- 
tuno are readily discernible in all tho 
returns— English, Scotch, and Irish; 
but nothing have we observed moro in 
contrast than two in the same column 
of County Meath. There is to be 
found against tho name of the Mar- 
quis of Lansdowno 12,995 a. 2 r. 25 
p., valuation £10,720; and against 
that of T. Kearney 8 a. r. 30 p., val- 
uation Is. The Peer's land is worth 
upward of 10s. an aero, while Mr. 
Kearney's is not worth lid. the acre. 
The owners in towns, in tho Province 
of Loinster, holding one acre and up- 
ward are not so numerous as those 
possessing less than one aero, which 
clerivos its value from house, property 
or other buildings thereon. Thus, in 
Dublin city, thero are 298 so-called 
largo owners; but in tho small owner 
class no fewer than 0,992 are enumer- 
ated, with a total valuation of £420,- 
070, or upward of £00 per owner. The 
total number of small owners in tho 
Province of Loinster is 15,684, having 
3,120 acres, with an aggregate value 
of £007,817, or nearly £39 each. The 
small owners of Ulstor amount tol0,036, 
with a total increase of 3,010, tho valua- 
tion being £408, 540, or £17 per holding. 
This is tho highest average value as- 
signable to the individual owners of 
this class in tho four provinces. Con- 
naught presents tho fewest of small 
owners, and much tho poorest. Their 
numbers aro but 2,323; tho aggregate 
of thoir holdings 424£ acres; tlio val- 
uation £29,904, or less than £13 to 
each owner. Collated with the land- 
owners' return for England and for 
Scotland, the Irish results present 
hoiiio suggestivo contrasts. In one 
broad aspect they will bo found to 
agroe; tho largo owners— say those 
holding 500 acres and upward— are 
few, but eho extent of territory they 
hold is enormous. 



EngUsh Mail. 

Sir Charles Dick, i"ho died in Brigh- 
ton, England a few days ago, was for 
some years custodian of tho Brighton 
Museum, and on losing that post 
sank into poverty. Ouo of tho lato 
baronet's ancestors. Sir William Dick 
warmly espoused tho causo of the 
RoyaliBts in the timo of 
Charles tho I., and, besides indirectly 
losing thereby a fortune of about £200,- 
000, actually advanced for tho service 
of tho King a Bum of over £50,000. An 
Act was subsequently passed making 
this a State debt, but tho amount was 
novor repaid, Aftor much exertion a 
pension of £132 per annum was grant- 
ed to the family in tho reign uf Charles 
II., "until auoh timo ashia Majesty should 
tako course with tho principal." His 
Majesty never did"tako oourao with tho 



principal," and in 1815 tho pension 
itself was struck off tho list. Frequent 
efforts were made to induce the Par- 
liament to restore tho annuity, but 
without result. Sir Charles leavos a 
widow,!j! two daughters, and a son, 
Henry Pago Dick, who is a clerk in 
ono of tho local banks, and who. suc- 
ceeds to the title. 

A gentleman of Lunoville, France, 
recently sought to leave a world of 
which ho was weary by converting 
himself into, a mess of pottage. At 9 

u. m., M. D. , carefully dressed, 

presented himself at tho bath of St. 
Peter, ordered a bath, and sent off a 
boy with a ten franc piece to buy him 
a supply of cayenne pepper, a bottlo 
of white wine, and a bottlo of whisky, 
carrots, turnips, tomatoes, onions, and 
cloves. Ho received his purchases a 
quarter of an hour later, and having 
dismissed tho boy, he emptied the 
bath, refilled it with boiling water, 
threw in tho white wine, and tho vege- 
tables carefully sliced and tho condi- 
ments, and finally jumped in himself, 
crying nloud so as lo bo heard outside, 
"Auieu, all of you, t'am going to cook 
myself a 1' Aniericaine !" The door 
was instantly burst open, and ho wbb 
dragged out and taken tothe hospital, 
but, as might be expected, returned 
BOmewhat incoherent answers to all 
inquiries on tho part of the polico and 
tho authorities of tho hospital. His 
conditon is pronounced to be desper- 
ate.

~ THE CHINESE IN AUSTRALIA. 

Eecent news from tho colony of Queens- 
land, to tho government of which our Mo 
Governor Konnedy has just been appoint- 
ed, speaks of efforts that have been made 
• to xeotify tho dangers likely to ensue from 
undue influx of these people. Immense 
hordes of them have been pouring in from 
ships continually arriving from Hong- 
kong — flooding tho country— and taking 
possession of tho gold fields. To modify 
these objectionable incursions tho Legis- 
lature last session passed an '.ct impos- 
ing £10 per bead upon every Chinese 
miner, being $(i in excess of tho amount 
levied on other miners, and equivalent to 
a poll-tax to that amount. The Legisla- 
ture had been induced to take this action 
from previous enactments of head tax lev- 
ied on landing having been rendered abor- 
tive by disallowance of tho Imperial Gov- 
ernment— the British Government in re- 
gard to such differential taxation having 
taken tho samo view of the matter us tho 
United Government did when the State 
of California levied such oharaoter of tax 
and disallowed it. To relievo themselves 
from the exaction of this Oopecial taxation 
hero alluded to ci tho Queensland Legis- 
lature tho Chineso diggers, acting on ad- 
vico from Hongkong, petitioned their 
Emperor to dispute the power of the 
Queensland Legislature to pass acts di- 
rected especially against his subjects, and 
subversive of treaty rights; and Governor, 
Cuirns felt it bis duty to reserve the Bill 
because of Ike different foes imposed. In 
the meantime, then, tho question remains 
unsettled. This unsatisfactory, state of 
things has naturally led to agreatamount 
of discussion upon this vexed question. 
While it is admitted, so far as tho Imper- 
ial Government is concerned, it is clear 
she is bound by the treaty with China to 
extend to Chineso subjects on British ter- 
ritory tho same privilege as that afforded 
to British subjects on Chinese territory, 
yet if the various Colonies were under an 
Australian Federal Government a sharp 
decision would soon bo arrived at. It is 
oontanded that Imperial treatie3 have 
sometimes been improvident with regard 
to colonial interests, and that in any .such 
case it is for the Imperial Government to 
consider whether endeavors should not bo 
made to submit those to a process of re- 
vision. Unquestionably the Queensland 
colonists havo good grounds for complaint 
and just demands for redress, for not 
only are there hordes of Chinamen strip- 
ping the colony of wealth, that brings no 
second crop, but from the masses of them 
pouring in the oxpenaes of government 
aro greatly increased, arising from the 
additional measures necessary to bo re- 
sorted to for preservation of public order, 
health, and morals of the community; 
agencies necessarily carry with them in- 
creased costs to tho detriment of othor 
portions of the community. 

The subject has boon thought of such 
great importance as to assume a plank in 
the political platform, and seeing that it 
is a question in which this community is 
also deeply concerned, we shall look for- 
ward with lively interest to seo how this 
matter has been disposed of by our bre- 
thren in Australia. ' 

Canadian Hail. 

[l'ER STEA.MEE NOItTII PACIFIC.] 

Kingston, Jan. 5.— The Dunkin bill 
ha» been defeated. Half an hour having 
elapsed without a vote having been re- 
corded, tho Returning Officer declared 
tho poll closed. Tho vote stood— for the 
bill 059, against it 705; majority against it 
106. 

The Licensed Victuallers had a proces- 
sion at the close of the vote and drove 
about the city in sleighs. 

Ottawa, Jan. 8. — Arrangements for the 
Centennial banquet are progressing fa- 
vorably. The great difficulty is to find a 
room large enough to entertain one thou- 
sand guosts. Tho Agricultural Hal] and 
tho Drill Sheds aro spoken of. The Sen- 
ate Chamber in considered too small. 
Sub-committees were appointed on Satur- 
day to attend to matters connected with 
the banquet. Lady Dufferin was "'.it 
home" to invited guests on Saturday last. 
Over two hundred ladies and gentlemen 
attended the reception. The skating cur- 
ling rinks wore thrown open to visitor.-'. 
Toboganiug was the principal exercise in- 
dulged in. Tea and other refreshments 
■were partaken of, after which dancing 
commenced, and was carried on spirit 'd- 
ly for an hour. Tho most interesting 
feature of the evening' was a fairy extra- 
vaganza bearing the title of "Noodlo and 
Loudlo," in which the ladies and gentle- 
men connected with the, vice regal court 
took part, including tho children.

Opening of the Baptist Church Edi- 
fice. — In our issue of Tuesday last wo 
announcod that the Baptist Church had 
beon opened for divino worship. "We- now 
give a few particulars of tho same. The 
dedicatory sermon was preached in tho 
morning by tho pastor, Rev. Wm. Carnes, 
from the words : "This is none other but 
tho houso of God, and this is the gate of 
heaven" (Gen. XXVIII. 17.) The reverend 
gentloman announced that through sick- 
ness the Rev. J. P. Ludlow was preventod 
from being present. In tho afternoon an 
excellent sermou from 1st. John, IV., 12 
to 16 vorsos, was preached by tho Eov. 
John Boid of this city. Tho pulpit was 
occupied again in the ovening by tho 
pastor, who spoke of tho subject that ho 
hoped would ovor bo proached in that 
building, viz. : "Jesus Christ," founding 
his remarks upon Acts V. i'i. Tho church 
edifice is admired by all who liavo seon 
• it for its neatness and comfort. "Wo bo- 
lieve tho seats are tho best in the city for 
comfort, Tho building is heated by hot 
nir, thus doing away with tho unsightly 
stovepipes passing through the building. 
It was built from plana drawn by Master 
Harry Bishop, son of oue of tho membors, 
and relleots great credit upon his youth- 
ful taste. Its cost is withiu a trifle of 
So, 000 (including tho site.) To this must 
bo added labor that has beam given. The 
whole is very creditable to the Baptists of 
Victoria, seeing that they have only bad a 
minister for ten mouths. Their congre- 
gations are increasiug, aud tho outlook 
appoara hopeful both for minister aud 
people. 

The Wrecked Ship Cohmodorb. — -A 
recent arrival at Seattle fromCape Flattery 
reports that tho weather has boen udrnir- 
ablo there for tho breaking up of tho wreck 
of the ship Commodore, which is pro- 
gressing rapidly aud prosperously. Tho 
hulk lies stern end on the reef and bow 
out, with foremast and foreyard, bowsprit 
and jibboom stauding. The Indians from 
tho Neah Bay Reservation, it seems, took 
possession of her at iirst, and hold her, 
with tho design of plunder for thirty- 
Biz hours. The prompt and determined 
action of Agent Huntington frustrated 
this attempt, tho property taken from tho 
vessel by the Indians being recovered, 
and tho ringleader sont a fow days ago on 
tho Mastick a prisoner to the garrison at 
Port Townsond.

aro informed by friends who know, carried 
him into a premature grave, a broken- 
hearted man.

Editor Colonist:— Tho public mind 
will doubtless bo on tho rack until tho 
purport of Earl Carnaivon's dispatch is 
known, and of bourse thoro are many 
speculations as to tho value of tho tidings 
it will bring us. Many will bo disap- 
pointed; others will not. Those wholivo 
within a narrow groove and fancy them- 
selves of vast importance iu tho body- 
politic, and indispensable as nn integrant 
of tho Dominion will cling to the idea that 
their views must bo carried out — that 
Earl Carnarvon 'will force Canada to ful- 
fil her plodges; whilst those who take 
broader viows, who know tho usages of 
constitutional governments, arid tlie ten- 
acity of relations existing botwoeu tho 
Mother Country and the eolonios, tho con- 
nection being more in namo than in re- 
ality, and who know tho extromo jealousy 
with which tho, eolonios look upon any 
interference by England with thoir in- 
ternal economy, will expect but littlo 
from the well-meant intentions of Earl 
Carnarvon. Tho B. C. question stands 
in a very anomalous position, Tho 
masses of tho Canadian pooplo know 
very littlo about, and would probably 
prefer to sever tho connection with this 
Province than through it havo to bear in- 
creased taxation, whilst some others, with 
the pride of Empire, would like to main- 
tain the integrity of tho Dominion even at 
a sacrifice. Tho majority of the Senate 
preferred to sully the honor of Canada 
solemnly pledged to Earl Carnarvon and 
to this Province through its Government 
than waive an opportunity of gaining an 
insignificant party victory. It will then 
ho clearly seen that our ease being sus- 
pended between tho "Rump" faction in tlio 
Senate and an unfriendly and unpaterual 
Government that we are in a bad posi- 
tion. England will not present an ulti- 
matum to Canada for adoption as the Eu- 
ropean Powers havo done to Turkey. 
Nor will alio attempt to compel Canada 
to fulfil her obligations. Lord Duffer in has 
told us plainly that no Socrolury of State 
would attempt anything so unconstitution- 
al as to coerce the legislative action ofL'nna- 
dfi. What, then, nro wo to look for? Are 
wo to expect direct aid from England to- 
ward building the EsquimaU and Nanai- 
mo Railway? If so, wo snail reap disap- 
pointment. Tho British taxpayer will 
not boar any of tho Colonial burdens ex- 
cepting in ease of war. Will we bo told 
by Earl Carnarvon that England will hold 
Canada to bur obligations? I nay that we 
will not. Lord Duffer in also says — "It is 
therefore butjust to EarlCarnarvon that he 
should bo relieved from the rosponibility 
of having been in any way tho iuvontor of 
what are known as the"Carn:u-von Terms." 
Tho inference therefore is that the Secre- 
tary of State does not feel himself or Eng- 
land in honor bound to boo that Canada 
treats us with Justice What alternative 
then will he propose ? My opinion is that 
tho Provincial Government will bo told 
that owing, to tho Esquimalt aud Nanai- 
mo Railway Bill, and with it Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's good intentions being frustrated 
in the Senate, that portion of tlm Carnar- 
von Terms must sot apart for tho presont 
and a money-compensation having boon 
offered in lieu thereof, that wo had hotter 
accept such a sura as may be agread upon 
by ttio two Governments. 

An assurance will bo givon of lho early 
construction of the main line and of tho 
good intentions of Canada. Should more 
than this bo offered I will bo most agree- 
ably disappointed. 

I will here stato, to set conjecture at 
rest, as to who tho writer of this articlo 
is, that ho is not a Dominion official, hut 
ono whose every inteiest is identified with 
tho Province, and who wishes to sound a 
note of warning to the people of Vancouver 
Island not to expect too much. In short, 
to have no expectations.

Indian Commissioners and their Pay. 

Editor Colonist:— In reference to a 
Minute of Council of the Executive of tho 
Province, dated 3rd January, 1870, ac- 
cepting Minute of Honorable Privy Coun- 
cil of Canada, 10th of Nov. ,1875, wherein 
our Executive undertake to boar half tho 
expense of tho Indian Commission for ad- 
justment of tho Land Question, what 
guarantee, may I ask, could or did they 
give that successive Local Legislatures of 
tho Colony would endorse their action 
aud foot the enormous bills that will ac- 
cumulate before wo are well through with 
this business? or has the latter any con- 
trol over such expenditures whatever iu 
voting the supplies 1 

I ask this because I see that a very sor- 
ious difficulty has lately arisen between 
the Local Legislature of Natal and tho 
Colonial Office in connection with a some- 
what similar affair. A disaffected chief 
was somewhat summarily treated by tho 
local authorities, which led to grave 
complications, and Sir Garnet Wolsoy 
was sent out to set matters to right. It 
was ultimately determined between tho 
Crown and the Natal Executive that a 
certain considerable sum of money should 
bo paid this ohiof in compensation for his 
wrongs; which sum was to be handed 
over in four instalments. The Colony 
paid the first but repudiated tho second, 
or rather discounted it one- half. There- 
upon they got a severe reprimand from 
Lord Carnarvon and are orderod to pay 
up. The reception of His Lordship's dis- 
patch has created quite a breeze sad tho 
colonists are up iu arms against such in- 
terference with their presumed preroga- 
tives. Is there any room for buoIi interfer- 
ence with Executive agreements by our 
House hero ? for if so, I fear this Indian 
Oommissionship so necessary forour safe- 
ty and peace, will brew quite a storm and 
land us all iu confubiou worso confound- 
ed. Enquirer. 



Lord Dufforin roally did say, ono fools at 
a loss to account for tho audacious at- 
tempt boing made to mislead publicopin- 
ion.

All that I would venturo to submit is that 
Mr. Mackenzie having beon thwarted in 
his bona fide endeavor to fulfill Uiis spe- 
cial item in tho Carnarvon terms, has 
adopted the only courso left to him in 
proposing to discharge his obligations by 
a money payment."

A telegram from Bucharest to tho Stan- 
dard reports Roumanian resorves being 
sent homo until March.

It is reported in Vienna that the Turkish 
ambassador at his interview with Andras- 
sy in Pesth yesterday, assured him that 
Turkey would tako no steps likely to pro- 
voko war, and would vigorously push in- 
ternal reform. 

London, Jan. 24. — A Post's Berlin dis- 
patch says many Russian railway admin- 
istrators have been notified that aftor tho 
27th inst. their lines will in all proba- 
bility be required for military purposes. 

A Vienna dispatch says reports from 
military agents say that roads in Moldavia 
aro impracticable, and tho railway be- 
tween Kcrchoroff and Jaasy is interrupted 
by floods. 

It is stated tho Porto intends asking 
tho powers to sond military officers to 
Constantinople to instruct Gou. Darmiero 
and England for competent financial ad- 
ministrators, with a view to reorganizing 
Turkish finances. 

A fire broke out in the Stonohill colliery 
near Bolton to day while tho men were at 
work, and is still burning. Fifteen min- 
ora aro known to havo perished. It is 
impossible to recover tho bodies. 

Tho Registar-General's return shows 
small-pox hero decreasing; aoventy-nine 
deaths last week ngainst 150 tho wook pre- 
vious. 

London, Jan. 24 — Tho Paris correspon- 
dent of tho Daily News says the retire- 
ment of the Duke do Cases, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, is probable in conse- 
quence of a disagroemeut with Ministor 
Simon. 

A dispatch to tho Daily News says that 
the Popo will submit questions to Cardi- 
nals whon considering relations of the 
Papacy to tho Italian Government and re- 
volutionary party. It is necessary to tako 
measures to soouro tho liberty of tho con- 
clave who will elect the next Pope. 

Rome, San. 24— Tho Popo had a faint- 
ing fit on Sunday and another on Tues- 
day, but hold reception to-day.
